Although the book is small and 
its material aondenied, the informa- 
tion which it loiitiins is quite ,-nl.

As a matter of fact 
it is a hard job to arrange a schedule 
to suit the wishes of the dyed-in-wool 
fans and still keep within the bounds 
of the treasury or expense money 
available for staging home attractions. 
Home crowds at till athletic events 
staged in High Point tire small and 
Coach Hoylin cannot bring four or 
five first class teams here and lose hun- 
dreds of dollars. Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity, from Georgia, demands a guaran- 
tee of $1,500, and the largest homo 
crowd of last year barely sent the gate 

receipts over $300. 

This year's schedule does not include 
Guilford College, but don, Atlantic 
Christian, and Lonnir-Ithyne are to be 

played. 

The Panthers' main clashes, that is, 
in so far as the Importance of the 
teams is concerned, .are Wofford Col- 
lege.

Local ministers represent- 
ing the various denominations of 
the town are invited to speak to 
students at frequent times during 
the year.

I'nder a sweltering sun that shone 
down with a fierce intensity, the Pur- 
ple Panthers smashed and drove their 
Wlj to a 38-0 victory Saturday over 
the Wingate college eleven of Wingate, 
North Carolina.

The local team showed a weakness on 
the off»nse that must be corrected if 
we expect to cope with the stronger 
rivals later on in the season. The local 
touchdowns were scored on long runs 
anil the breaks of the game rather than 
on a smooth, consistent offense. The 
defense was ragged in spots and it was 
clearly shown that more work is need- 
ed in this department. 

The first Panther touchdown came 
toward the end of the first period when 



a beautifully executed triple pass.

Dixon 40 yards for the first score. After 
that it was just a matter of what the 
score would be and not who would win.

A Nam Trend in Popular Music 
Is the "ja/.z age" in America 
passing ' Some students of popular 
music in America say there is i 
decided trend away From ja/.z 
music. At any rate there seems to 
lie a new tendency evident in the 

popular aoiigs. The youth of the 
mad post-war days demanded music 
that had a wild, primitive appeal. 
Human nature was reverting to 
the early times when music con- 
sisted of harsh, discordant sounds 
produced by clanging two pieces of 
n etal together. The jazz music so 
popular during the reaction aftei 
the war was very .similar in its 
barbaric appeal to that produced 
in the early efforts at musical 
< yptvssiou. 

Man has always expressed his 
strong emotions through the me 
ilium of music. Early in history 
man found his emotional outlet 
through the singing of songs and 
performing on crude musical in- 
struments. Thus it is that the 
early literature of every nation i- 
found in the songs of the people. 

Music is a very reliable barome- 
ter, of civilization. It is a revela- 
tion of the degree of culture that 
tin people as i nation have at- 
tained. There is a real psychologi- 
cal truth hack of the statement, " If 
I can make the songs of a people. 

you naay make the laws." The 

power of music to stir the emotions 
has been an important factor in 
the history of oatio is. When an 
appeal of this kind is necessary. 
miUM in si me form is employed. 
It is for tins reason that armies 
march into battle H ith hands plaj - 
im.' patriotic anthems to instill 
courage in the hearts of the 
soldiers 

The popular songs of the people 

change very rapidly. Only three 

or four yean ago one could not 
avoid bearing everywhere book 

form of "syncopating Lines" or 

some medley about "mamas" of an 
unusually high temperature. How- 
ever, today these songs are <|. cided- 
ly piissi . There is. on the other 
hand, a new note creeping into the 
popular songs. The songs that are 
heard on every street corner now. 
such as ' Ifamona." "Mv Mine 



Heaven." etc. are without doubt 
"stickily" sentimental, but they 
mark a slight advance in taste in 
popular music. There is a tend- 
ency, ii is true, toward sentimental- 
ism, but some of the harshness of 
the "jazzy" songs is eliminated. 
This i| b hopeful indication that 
America is getting away from the 
jazz erase of the last few years. 
With the accessibility of good music 
for every one. the standards of 

popular music must be eventually 

raised. The radio has done much 
to introduce good music in the 
homes of the people. A demand 
for better popular music must 
necessarily follow. The day of 
jazz is past !

BUSINESS MEN OBJECT 

Merchants Say Rc-Rnuting of Highway 

Would Lose Much Business for 

the City Retailers 

The city council of High Point has 
Lately been diaeuaaing the moving of 
Highway 10 from its present routing, 
and sending all through traflie around 
the outskirts of the city, by way of 
Lexington Avenue. The main reason 
seems tn be the congested trallic situa- 
tion that now confronts High Point on 
her main street, and the narrow F.ng- 
lisli street, which the southbound route 
takes leaving the city, lloth of these 
streets are a serious problem for the 
city. On the other hand, if the high- 
v ay is taken around the town as is 
proposed it will mean a lot of tourist 
trade will be lost to the merchants of 
the city, and such an important road 
us Number H 1 will mean the loss of 
valuable advertising that costs nothing 
to the city, because thousands of out- 
side people pass through the city every 
., e:n that would not see it if the rout- 
ing under discussion is decided upon. 

From the point of view of a student 
at High Point College, which is located 
conspicuously on the famous roadway, 
the consensus of opinion is against any 
motion to move the road. The college 
is one of the show places of High Point 
and the moving of the route will mean 
that lots or oiit-of-the-state visitors will 
never see it. The fact that High Point

It seems to us that the time spent 
in preparing aerftor theses might 
he far more profitably employed in 
other ways. , To the student who is 
particularly interested in writing, 
the thesis might prove beneficial, 
hut what about all the other stu- 
dents. Is there tiny reason why 
.ill students should be required to 
write theses or essays |

Athletic rivalry, and other rival- 
ry between educational institutions 
is a splendid thing in itself, hut 
when it reaches 8 point that a stu- 
dent of one oollege kills another 
over it. it is going too tar. No 
football game is worth human life. 

Of course, students, and for that 
matter outsiders, are going to be- 
come excited over approaching 
"big" games, hut after all a foot- 
ball game is only a football game. 
If .i team loses, it is not disgraced, 
nor are any of its members; if a 
team wins, neither it nor any of 
its individual members have an ad- 
ditional claim on high heaven for 
special dispensation. 

Elsewhere in the editorial col- 
nmna of The Hot Hat there is 
mentioned ."i >rHcle by L. E. Eu- 
banks condemning college life, and 
of course with it. college athletics.

Prof. K. 0. Cumininjrs gave i concise 
and interesting address on "The Relation 
of Chemistry to the Farmer" to the 
Paracelsus Beiestllle Society Monday 
night. He stated that one of the great- 
est benefits that can come to the farm- 
er at present is a cheap fertilizer made 
possible through chemical research. He 
reminded his audience that chemistry 
has no favorites and that while it may 
aid the farmer for a time, it may later 
complicate the situation by producing 
food more cheaply than that by agri- 
cultural methods. Recently an eminent 
German chemist has discovered a meth- 
od by which fats may be produced from 
coal, and it has been known for a long 
time that sugar can be manufactured 
from wood. By the time these methods 
have been commercialized, a concen- 
trated form of synthetic vitamins will 
be on the market so that these sub- 
stances necessary to health may be 
added as condiments to the synthetic 
food. Of course it will be sevearl years 
before the synthetic product can com- 
pete in price with nature.

'I he Governor <>f Virginia has 
ordered an investigation of alleged 
infringements of the prohibition 
amendment by students at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. This action

of unwanted and unfavorable pub- 
licity.

We are not condoning the offense

In 
a state where infringements of the 
prohibition law are as widespread 
as they are in Virginia, it is unjust 
and unfair to institute such an in- 
vestigation implying that college 
students are the prime offenders.

There arc probably some 
students in as large an institution 
as the University of Virginia who

At to Examinations 

Students have a natural antip- 
athy for examinations. This feed- 
ing is particularly marked at the 
time of this writing. We venture 
to say that the student body would 
vote unanimously to abolish exam- 
inations. We should like to go on 
record as being heartily opposed to 
them. 

The students realize that exam- 
inations are given under abnormal 
conditions, and to base the idea of 
one's knowledge on any one such 
test is unjust and unfair. The 
trouble is that the professors can 
not be made to realize this. There- 
fore, we go through this form of 
torture twice a year. We come 
out of this ordeal much shaken and 
with a decided inferiority complex. 
It takes the remainder of the semes- 
ter to regain our lost confidence, 

when the process is repeated. We 
can 'understand why so many col- 
lege students are pessimists.

WHERE SHOULD BALL PARK 
BE LOCATED? 

A movement was begun here some 
weeks ago looking toward the building 
Of a municipal athletic field. Sponsors 
of the movement have apparently been 
interested chiefly in securing n suitable 
place for professional baseball, which is 
without doubt greatly needed if High 
Point is to remain in the Piedmont 
League. Something has also lieen said 
abofet the availability of such a munic- 
ipal athletic park for college and high 
school football games. Neither the local 
high school nor High Point College have 
adequate provisions for their ont-of- 
door sports. 

We do not know to what extent the 
plana for a municipal field have gone, 
but we would suggest to those who are 
active in the movement that considera- 
tion be given to a proposal, recently 
advanced, to locate the field on the High 
Point College campus. 

When plant were drawn up by a land- 
scape gardener for the layout of the 
college here, a place was indicated on 
the campus for an athletic field. It is 
admirably suited by nature for such a 
purpose and would require but little ex- 
cavation and grading. Its accessibility 
from both Montliou avenue and Ix>xing- 
ton avenue by two streets already grad- 
ed would make it a highly desirable lo- 
cation. Ample parking space for al- 
most any number of cars would also be 
available. 

College authorities, it is understood, 
arc very much interested in the possi- 
bility of having the municipal field lo- 
cated on their campus. They realize 
that it will probably be many years ba- 
ton the college itself will be financially 
si ll to provide for itself an athletic 
Bi Id, In order to secure one for early 
use, they would likely be willing to do- 
nate the ground and to agree to having 
it used for a long period by professional 
1 taeball. The trustees of the college 
WOOld of course have to approve the 
project, but several of the college offi- 
liala bettors that the trustees would 
look with favor upon it since the pro- 
fessionals' use of the field would in no 
way conflict with the college sports. 

High Point College is in a very real 
NSSe a local institution. To build on 
its campus a municipal athletic stadium 
would he a very fine expression of ap- 
preciation for the work that the young 
institution has already done and an ex- 
Btoaatoa of confidence in its future. — 
High Point Knterprise.

KOTO collage students to a recent Big 
Ten football game illustrates the grow- 
ing tendency among undergraduates to 
use aircraft for rapid transit. 

This year, for the first time, airplane 
manufacturers are recognizing the cam- 
pus as an important market. A pioneer 
in this movement, the Alexander Air- 
craft Company of Colorado Springs, is 
preparing to enter the field with college 
sales agents. Its decision is the result 
of an encouraging advance response to 
an aeronautical scholarship contest 
which the company will conduct among 
American colleges in 102!'. A new Eagle- 
rock airplane or a four year university 
course in engineering and business 
aeronautics will lie awarded. 

Numerous purchases by college stu- 
dents brought out that this class can, 
aiid does, buy airplanes. Flying i9 
reaching proportions of a general cam- 
pus craze. Consequently the Alexander 
factory is trying to increase the number 
of Eaglerock dealers now scattered 
throughout several schools. Eaglerock 
planes appeal to the novice chiefly be- 
canse of their ease in handling. They 
are used as training ships in 143 Amer- 
ican air schools. Their distinguishing 
feature, an unusually large wing area, 
allows a slow landing speed, so impor- 
tant to the student pilot, without sac- 
rifire of top speed. Behind n low-priced 
motor the ship will cruise twice as far 
on the same amount of fuel, and three 
times as fast, as the average automobile. 

A large number of college pilots art 
paying for planes by ferrying passen- 
gers to out-of-town games, by instruct- 
ing fellow students, or by "hiring out" 
for special stunts at football matches. 

It is estimated at least 100 American 
college students occasionally commute 
by air between their colleges and homes 
over weekends. Flying appeals to stu- 
dents who cannot get good rail or motor 
accommodations. Truly, the airplane 
is expected to move the college closer 
home.

One of the much-spoke'i-of ad- 
vantages of a small college is that 
the students have an opportunity 
to become more intimately ac- 
quainted with each other.

It is 
quite natural for students having 



similar tastes and interests to form 
such groups, but there is no reason 
for any group of students to feel 
superior to any other group.

Should Freshmen Wear Caps? 
In accordance with a recent rul- 
ing by tbe dean of men, freshmen 
will no longer be required to wear 
their freshmen caps. The dean 
gave n number of reasons for mak- 
ing this concession. lie stated that 
the freshmen caps were worn and 
faded, and that in many eases the 
boys were not able to get caps that 
fit. Consequently, freshmen are at 
liberty to discard this distinctive 
badge and don some other form of 
headgear. 

In addition to allowing this 
year's freshmen to discard their 
caps, the dean states that in all 
probability freshmen boys next 
year will not be compelled to wear 
the freshmen caps. Probably this 
is a conscious effort to follow Caro- 
lina's ruling about freshmen caps. 
However, this custom is not preva- 
lent among the colleges. Most col- 
leges require the freshmen to wear 
the freshman cap as a distinguish- 
ing feature. There should be some 
way to distinguish between fresh- 
men and seniors on the campus. 
Probably the freshmen would 
have a more marked respect for 
upperclassmen if they were made 
more conscious of their inferiority. 
There should be some distinction 

made between the freshmen and 

the more mature students.

Why W« Have Hiccoughs 

Everybody lias a diaphragm. It is a 
great muscular structure hetween the 
iliost and the abdomen. In breathing 
the diaphragm contracts and hctns the 
lungs to expand. These contractions 
are icmtiolled hy a nerve which passes 
from the upper part of the spinal cord 
in the neck. If this nerve is irritated 
at any spot, says Pr. Morris Fishboin, 
it becomes stimulated and the stimula- 
tion causes a sudden spasmodic contno - 
Hon of the diaphragm, which we call 
hiccoughs. Among the many known 
MUSH of hiccoughs are overeating, bolt- 
ing food, swallowing air, which dis- 
tends the stomach, etc. Tn babies the 
trouble is usually due to swallowing 
air and may be relieved by holding the 
baby over the shoulder and patting its 
back, causing it to expel the air. Slight 
attacks of the trouble may be relieved 
by sipping a little bit of cold water. 
holding the breath for a few moments, 
or sneezing a couple of times. Per- 
sistent hiccough, however, is dangerous 
and may load to other serious trouble. 
Tn some cases the stimulation of the 
nerve is due to poisons from infections, 
such ns infantile paralysis and sleep- 
ing sickness.

Work on the Memorial Fountain to 
be presented to the college by the class 
of VI has already been started, and it 
is the belief of those in charge of the 
project that the job will lie complete 
within a very short time. 

Male members of the class will assist 
in the digging of the foundation and in 
this way will save something in the 
neighborhood of $10(1, the total cost to 
be near ,t"00.

We who arc responsible tor the 
editorial appearing in the Hi-Po 
entitled "What— No Caps?" are 
glad to sec that the dean of men 
lias considered it of enough impor- 
tance to answer it through this 
issue of the paper. However, we 
are sorry that the professor took ns 
so literally. The caps are. like 
slavery in the Civil War. the im- 
mediate cause of the controversy. 
but certainly we meant more than 
that: we used the caps merely as 
the vehicle to show the inconsis- 
tency of the system. As far as the 
caps alone are concerned we do not 
wholly disagree with Prof. Johnson 
that the abolition of them would 
not be a mark of progress. 

On the other hand it is aggra- 
vating to see these late high school- 
ers come over to our house and act 
like we had been reading about 
them all our lives. The dean sug- 
gests that the new treatment of 
freshmen is one of welcoming them 
as we would other strangers. It 
1'iust be remembered that any 
stranger must show that he is de- 
serving of your courtesy. We ask 
if the dean would be willing to 
have a visitor at his house who told 
him what groceries to buy and sug- 
gested selling his Chevrolet and 
getting a Ford. The whole thing 
lies in the attitude of the freshmen. 
The new way has at least been par- 
tially tried out here. At least there 

has 1 d no organization to take 

care of the newcomers, and what 
did we get .' We get these edi- 
torials of objections tor one thing. 
Again we ask: If the dean and the 

other officials did not agree with 

the principles of the Sophomore 

Court, why did they take over the 
responsibilities of the Court? The 
rules this year were similar to those 
of last — "freshmen must wear 
caps." they must obey all reason- 
able requests of upperclassmen," 
etc. What is the difference? Now 
they say they never did believe in 
such things. The dean's answer to 
our first editorial lets it be sup- 
posed that he gave the students a 
chance to govern themselves and 



consequently the freshmen. That 

is true in a way. but the students 
did not want the responsibility on 

their heads and the power on some- 
body else's. We think that is 
plain. Faculties all over the coun- 
try have offered students this type 

of government, but fortunately few 

have accepted it. while those who 
did have failed as it was known 
they would. The faculty only 
wishes to pass the buck, in this in- 
stance. Whether the Sophomore 
Court got better results or not we 
leave to those who have seen both 
work. As a matter of statistics let 
it be known that every freshman 
of the college appeared before the 
Court at least once last year with 
one exception. We do not argue. 
Professor, that our system was the 
best, but we certainly do contend 
that yours is worse. The theory 
is wrong — you have done better 
than most could have done, but it 
just won't work. We do not be- 
lieve that the married people of the 
faculty take their children to the 
mayor and city council when they 
do something wrong. 

We are students — we know how 
a student feels. We talk to him 
and he to us naturally on the same 
common level. We feel that we 
arc more capable of knowing the 
spirit of the college than the dean 
is. Neither do we think '• hulla- 
baloo" is spirit. We believe that 
attitude constitutes spirit. Remem- 
ber that we have been here a few 
years. We are going to say for the 
rest of our lives that High Point is 
our Alma Mater. Is it logical to 
think that we tire not interested in 
her future? We too are for any 
movement that will make for a bet- 
ter and bigger High Point College.

Lyceum Xumbers Have Been 
Disappointing 

The appearance of Glen L. Mor- 
ris here the first of March will be 
the concluding number of the ly- 
ceum course for this year. There 
have been in all five attractions in 
the lyceum course this year. How- 
■ver. these attractions have been 
lisappointitvg to the students and 
lave not measured up to the stan- 
dard that former courses have set. 
The numbers have been inferior to 
those of any preceding year. 

The failure of the course to meet 

'tit' ex] tations of the students is 

not altogether the fault of the 
sponsors of these attractions. The 
irtists who appear in the lyceum 
•ourse must be guaranteed a gen- 
■rous sum before they sign a con- 
tract for appearances In many 
eases the promoters lost money on 
performances at High Point. Hence 
it was impossible to secure the best 
talent under these circumstances. 

Since it is impossible to attract a 
sufficient audience to hear the ly- 
ceum numbers to make the per- 
formance a lucrative one. the logi- 
cal solution would be to have fewer 
but better numbers The students 

■it impelled to pay for the lyceum 

tickets and should have some worth- 
while return for their money. 
Most of the students would much 
prefer having two or three good 
attractions than to have five or six 
of the variety we have had this 
year. The fees of the students 
should finance at least two or three 
good appearances in the lyceum 
during the year. 



CHANGE AND EXCHANGE

What is Beyond t lie stars'; Xo one 
knows what is beyond the stars. The 
infinity of space seems to lie beyond 
human conception. Even the fact that 
our most powerful telescopes reveal 
areas where nothing can be seen is not 
sure proof that there are no Stan 
there. There may be stars so far away 
that their light rays cannot be de- 
tected. 

What is the linn around Saturnl 
The relatively thin ring about the 
planet Saturn probably consists of a 
swarm of meteoric stones rotating 
about the planet just as docs the moon 
about the earth. 

What is a comet V Science knows 
more about what comets are not than 
about what tlicy arc. Large numbers 
of these mysterious celestial visitors 
revolve about the sun as do the planets, 
except that the comet's path is a tre- 
mendously elongated ellipse. Some of 
them appear, circle around our sun. and 
then wander off to visit other uni- 
verses. The comet is not solid. Even 
the brightest and most substantial look- 
ing pan is thinner than the thinnest 
part of our atmosphere. 

Why do stars twinkle? While the 
stats appear to twinkle, the light from 
I hem is absolutely steady. The twink- 
ling is caused by the refraction pro- 
duced by air currents in our own atmo- 
sphere. It the atmosphere were still 

ami of uniform temperature, there 
would be no twinkling. 

Why can't we see the stars in the 
daytime? While the stars arc invisible 
to the unaided eye in the daytime, they 
can be seen through a telescope. The 
blue light of the sky during the day 

is sunlight reflected from the atmo- 
sphere, it is so bright that it obscures 
the stars, if there were no atmosphere 
the sky would appear just as black in 
the daytime as it now does at night. 
Without atmosphere, the sun would ap- 
pear as a fiery red ball Boating in a 
sea of blackness dotted with stars.

1'rof. T. ('. Johnson, dean of men, is- 
sued tti<' following statonu'iit loncern- 
ing the editorial in last week's Hi TV 
on the subject, "What, Xo Caps!" 

"In my opinion, the editorial ia one 
of the best that has appeared in tlie 
Hi To this year, although (if course I 
do not agree with all t lat i'. Implies. 
The editor did. however hit upon the 
un-st important reason for the recent 
ruling suspending the requirement that 

freshmen wear their caps until Faster, 
and that is the difficulty of enforcing 
it. I believe that the reasons given at 
the time of the action are very s'rong 
ones and they were reasonable for its 
announcement at tin.: narticuku lime, 

"Of course I reali. ' tl.it ii \\ell-nir.h 
impossible for a faculty member to see 
to it that freshmen always wear the 
correct headgear, tlarly in the year I 
had hoped that some form of ,'tudent 

government organisation might be 

worked out to whirl, i-ould he entrusted 
the enforcement of such a regulation. 
This idea met with the approval of 
neither the students themselves nor of 

the faculty and was consequently 

dropped. 

"As to the implication that the now 
defunct 'sophomore court' could have 

gotten hotter results, i do no' agree, 

unless such a court functioned as 'or- 
ganised baaing.' To this, of course, the 
faculty could not agree without vio- 
lating the state law against basing. Even 

when the court did to sonic JXtent (unc- 
tion in this way. all freshmen did not 



punishing the violators of 1he rule. 

"1 think that the total abolition of 
such a req u irement would he a mark of 
progress. In our larger institutions the 
practice of hazing in any form has been 
practically entirely done away with. The 
modern tendency is toward welcoming 
freshmen as we would new-comers into 
a community. No civilised community 
initiates a family that moves into its 
midst. Instead, extra courtesy and con- 
sideration is shown the new- neighbor. 
Such an attitude of friendliness toward 
the freshmen would enaliel them quickly 
to identify themselves with the life of 
the school. 

"There is one statement in the edi- 
tori, I under consideration with which I 
greatly disagree. It is to the effect that 
we have here at High Point College this 
year less school spirit than at any time 
in the history of the school. If such 
spirit means "hullabaloo" and disturb- 
ance of the peace of the campus I agree. 
That kind of spirit no one wants. Tf 
by school spirit we moan loyalty to the 
institution and its admiuistartion or 
i-o-operation. or attention to the real 
business of college life, it is my opin- 
ion that we have more school spirit than 
at any time in the history of the school. 
"I am very much pleased with the way 
things have gone this year, even though 
many things remain to be improved. I 
sincerely hope that as clean of men T 
shall continue to have the support of the 
college men, and that we shall all work 

together for a better college, despite

Radical changes in the C luct of 

student publications at High I'oint col- 
lege are proposed for next year, ac- 
cording to recent Information, New 
proposals from the college administra- 
tion include the formation of the Pub- 
lication Board, such as that used at 
many other Institutions, which has com- 
plete supervision of both the Hi To 
and the Zenith. Students are to bold a 
majority of the places on the board. 

According to Prof. T. C. Johnson, who 

has been serving as faculty adviser to 
the two publications, the new board 
would be a great improvement over the 
present iincorrolatod activities of the 
Staffs. The publication fee from each 
student at the college would be col 
lected by the board at the time of reg- 
istration rather than by the bursar of 
the college and all expenditures and re- 
ceipts would be under the diorction of 
the entire board. 

Such a change would moan that the 
treasurer of the now board would han- 
dle all funds and would be under a 
bond. His books would also bo audited 
from time to time. The funds would 
bo allocated in an equitable way be-

Dean Eindloy expressed his gratifica- 
tion 011 finding that the general attitude 
of the students was ona of a desire to 
improve themselves religiously, educa- 
tionally, and socially, and a determina- 
tion to grasp the Opportunities and ad- 
vantages of college life. The most out- 
standing facts the survey revealed were 
that the majority of students are in col- 
lege In ti it>I their life work and are in 
need of wise counsel in deciding what 
this life work shall be. In regard to

Such a system of handling the 
publications would probably pro 
duce good results if the activities 
Of the Board arc limited to the 

financial aide, but no such organiza- 
tion should be allowed to dictate 
the policies of the paper or the 

annual. Tn such a case all initia- 
tive would be removed from the 
stall's. If student publications are 
to represent the opinions o\' the 
students, there should be no dicta- 
tion of policies from any organiza- 
tion. The Publication Hoard would 
be in a position to make sugges- 
tions that might prove valuable, 
but there should be nothing arbi- 
trary about it or the election of 
the staffs. 

A few institutions have tried a 
similar system of controlling col- 
lege publications which has met 
with some degree o\' success. There 
arc certain beneficial results which 
are obvious but there are also some 
dangers thai Buch a control might 
produce. The final decision in this 
matter will, no doubt, be left to the 
students.

That there are ;i number of stu- 
dents in college who have not de- 
cided on their life work was .shown 
by the answers to the questionnaire 
submitted to the students here 
recently. This is rather a deplor- 
able situation and indicates thai 
many of these men will be turned 
out as "drifters" w ithout any clear 
idea Ms to where they are going or 
where they want to go. 

This situation is due in a large 
part to the fault of teachers or 
schools in furnishing vocational 
guidance. It is quite true that 
each individual must select his am n 
work in life for himself bu1 it is 
idso equally true thai he should 
ha re proper information about the 
different vocations, their possibili- 
ties, and his own aptitude for them. 

That a vocational guidance 
course would not be out of place in 
our college curriculum is evident 
from the result of the question 
naire. Undoubtedly such a course 
for both men and women would 
eliminate many of the "drifters" 
thrown on the world every June. 

What About Social Affairs Off 
the Campus? 

The annual discussion about 
holding social events 08 the cam- 
pus is revived airain this year. All 
the banquets and dinners of the 
various organizations on the cam- 
pus are held in the college* dining 
hall. 

This policy of . ompelling the 

Mud. 'tit organizati to hold their 

Social affairs on the campus has 

provoked much commenl among 

the students. The only apparent 

reason for this ruling is tie prob- 
lem of having the dormitory girls 
properly chaperoned for attending 

out-in-town aocial affairs, This is 
a rather weak excuse for the co-eds 
attend in a body other affairs, ath- 
letic games, etc., without any prob 
letns arising about conduct. It is 
rather a reflection on the girls to 
say that they can not be trusted to 
attend social affairs held off the 
campus. 

Many of the students here are 
from rural sections and the various 



dinners and banquets given by 
campus organizations tire about 
their only opportunity of making 
new social contacts. There would, 
of course, be practically the same 
people present but there would be 
added interest in attending some- 
thing off the campus, To the dor- 
mitory students the banquets must 
seem just like any other dinner, a 
little "dressed up." 

As to the question of expense, 

the cost of plates would not exceed 
the rates here very much, if any. 

The students for the most part 
would gladly pay the difference if 

any for a chance to have their 

social affairs in ton n. 

College students should be ma- 
ture enough to deport themselves 
in a way that would bring no re- 
flection on the college. Why not 

allow t! rganizationa to have at 

least .iic social affair in town dur- 
ing the course of the year.' At 
least it would settle the question ;is 

t.. whether it would work or uot.

No doubl quite a num- 
ber of the students arc not oven 
aware thai there will be i debate 
here. This is indicative of the lack 
of interest in contests of this kind 
among local students. Had it been 
■ome athletic contest, without a 
doubt every student on the campus 

would hare known about it. 

Bach an interest is <)uite proper 
and should exist, and we are in no 
sense minimizing the importance of 
athletics, but, on the other hand, 
literary contests with other institu- 
tions also deserve the attention and 
support of the students. 

It requires ■ great deal of time 
and effort to prepare a debate. 
Probably more work is required of 
the debater than of the athlete, yet 
be gets little credit or commenda- 
tion for his efforts. Few of the

industrial chemistry, and Prof. J. F. 
Norris, of the Mass.uliusettes Institute 
of Technology, lime said their patented 
process for the manufacture of Suc- 
cinic acid to tlio National aniline Com- 
pany. Inc., of New York. Although the 
exact amount received for this patent 
couhl nut he Ascertained, it is under- 
stood the transaction involved a eon- 
liderabie amount of money. 

Succinic aciil is closely analogOSJ to 
tartaric acid. It is hoped it will largely 
replace the tartaric acid used in the 
perparntion of baking powder, because 
succinic acid made by this process will 
rest considerably less than tartaric acid. 
This process furnishes the final step 
needed for making succinic acid from 
coal tar. Ren/ene is obtained from coal 
tar, and it has hcen known for some 
time that under certain conditions ben- 
lene may he converted largely into 



fumaric acid. Tins new method enables 
the manufacturer to convert t lie fuma- 
ric mid, which Ims very few uses, into 
succinic acid — a very vnluahle acid. 

Next year, in addition to teaching 
Industrial chemistry, Dr. Cummings 
plans to five courses in industrial chem- 
ical research, and textile chemistry. The 
course in industrial chemical research 
will he open to seniors. The course in 
textile chemistry will he open to any 
student having completed the course in 
elementary college chemistry, la view 
of the rapid growth of the textile in- 
dustry in the south, anil especially in 
High Point, this course should prove of 
considerable interest. Very few col- 
leges in the South offer this course at 
present. It is also hoped that it will 
he possible in connection with the in- 
dustrial chemistry course to Rive aid to 
any industries in and around High 
Point which have chemical problems.

The college book store, managed by 
Sandy Macintosh Ynw, recently stated 
that milk and sandwiches would be 
served free to all students having an 
average of "l>" or over in their class 
work. Students were also urged to 
open charge accounts as a means of in- 
creasing business. If the plan works 
successfully, books and supplies will be 
given free next year. 

The management also states that a 
national chain of book -stores will soon 
be o poind on all of the campuses of 
the larger institutions, with athletes 
graduated from High Point college in 
charge of each one, and with Webster 
Pope, captain of the all-Aniericaii team 
last year, as district manager. 

This surprise announcement appeared 
in the form of a two-page advertise- 
ment in all of the large newspapers of 
the 1'nited States, anil as a three-color 
ad on the cover of the Saturday Kve- 
ning Post. The increased stock turn- 
over, it is hoped, will swell the coffers 
of the corporation so that another beau- 
tiful modern store can be erected in a 
prominent place on the campus, in com- 
pliance with the plan of expansion out- 
lined by Dr. H. M. Andrews recently. 
Department heads are to receive a large 
coinmisison on all new books ordered 
in changing courses anil texts. The food, 
however, will be served free only dur- 
ing the last nine months of each school 
yea r.

In conclusion Mrs. White said that 
every American youth should have mil- 
itary training and that all schools and 
colleges should have military training 
as a curriculum requirement. Past wars 
were only very simple conflicts as com- 
pared with the gigantic struggles of the 
future whoi entire cities will be wiped 
out in a tew bonis by sky raids and 
long diatance artillery.

One of the most unique track meets 
ever witnesed was held on High Point 
college's spacious athletic field yester- 
day. The faculty defended their dig- 
nity against the students, but were 
greatly outclassed, taking a severe de- 
feat. 

The faculty team was coached by 
Miss Young, but as usual she failed to 
stimulate much effort in her aggrega- 
tion. Her team showed lack of train- 
ing and was easily the victim of the 
-indents. Those participating on the 
faculty team were: Profesors Kennett 
and Mouranc, high jump; Pugh, 100- 
yard dash; Hinshaw, shot-put and one 
mile; Lindley, 440; AH red and John- 
sun, broad jump; McCanless, discus, 
and Ynrborougli, five-mile cross coun- 

Kennett and Mourane took a hard 
fought defeat at the hands of Ilufton 
and Hankins. The latter came within 
a bare inch of the high jump record. 
However, the faculty staged a come- 
back when Pugh, who is widely known 
for his speed, snowed under .limmie 
Siceloff.
